Washington, Jan. 27.—The senate had 
r busy session yesterday, Cuba, the pro- 
j.'osed. international monetary confer- 
ence and tlia Nicaragua canal each com- 
ing in foi- a share of attention, ill1. Tur- 
ple of Indiana closed his speech on the 
Cuban resolution, urging that Spain had 
utterly failed to quell the outbreak and 
that t!iu Unlte'd States should intervene. 


The Wolcou bill for an international 


monetary conference was.conslderedfor 
the first time. Mr. White (Dem.. Cal.) 
anil Mr.. Camion ([nd.i Utah) and Mr. 
Daniel (.Dem., Va.) urg'ed that the con- 
ference would be futile and was not In- 
tuuiied as a serious! movement toward 
bimetallism. It was'evident, however, 
that the lilll would meet with little op- 
position, beyond the expression o£ sena- 
tors that tne conference would accom- 
plish nothing. 


Mr. Stewart offered an amendment, 


providing that, in ca.so the conference 
foiled, the secretary of the treasury 
shall," within 30 days, begin the free and 
unlimited coinage of both gold and sil- 
ver. No final action on the bill waa 
taken. The Nicaragua canal debate was 
resumed, Mr. Daniel speaking against 
the measure.. Mr. Morgan submitted a 
letter from President Hitchcock of the 
Canal company, replying to the recent 
letter ot Minister Rodriguez. Mr. Mor- 
gan also offered an amendment designed 
to meet the objections presented by Mr. 
Rodriguez. 


Hiram Hitchcock, president . of 
the 


Nicaragua Canal company, has written 
a letter to Secretary Olney in reply to 
yenor Rodriguez' statement, which the 
sfceveLaYy sent to the senate. 


Mr. Hitchcock says that when Senor 


Rodriguez says the company has fov- 
feited its charter because o£ neglect to 
make the surveys as required, "he omits 
to inform you that the final surveys and 
location of the canal were made and con- 
cluded by a commission ot engineers 
In strict conformity with article 47 of 
the concession, and were formally ac- 
cc-uled. by the government oE Nicaragua 
on Oct. S, 1SSS." 


Mr? Hitchcock also asserts that the 


company has fully complied with the 
retirements of the concession'that all 
nations shall be invited to contribute, 
and also that reser^ng a certain per- 
centage of the capital stock for the ac- 
commodation of residents ot Central 
America who may wish to subscribe. He 
further says that the company issued 
the 6 per cent o° the stock reserved for 
Xicarag-ua on.Oct. 31, 1S90, but the^lc- 
arasuan- government 
has. not yet ap- 


pointed an agent to receive It. He ad da 
that he.has assured Senoi- Rodriguez in 
a personal Interview that Ills company 
would accept no measure that would be 
unjust: to the powers from whom It re- 
ceived the concessions. He says, there- 
fore, that the attitude assumed by the 
Central American minister is inexplic- 
able. "The letter of the minister." lie 
concludes, "is an attack upon the integ- 
rity of the maritime canal company, and 
its concessions; and on be'half of that 
company I ask the protection and aid 
o£ the government of the United States 
in the defense and maintenance of Its 
concessionary rights and Its property." 


The house overrode another of Presi- 


dent Cleveland's pension vetoes yester- 
day by vote of 137-52. The bill pen- 
sioned Jonathan Scott of the Sixth Iowa, 
cavalry, who is now living at Oswego, 
Kan., at the rate of S72 par month. Mr. 
Cleveland vetoed it on the ground that 
the disability for which the beneficiary 
was to be pensioned was not contracted 
In the service.

Mr. Hartman of 
Montana offered In a spirit of facetious- 
ness an amendment to the Indian ap- 
propriation bill, appropriatingII,000,000,- 
SOO for the education and civilization of 
the "Zelay savages" of the Manhattan 
reservation.

The remaicdei 
was expended for salaries, Vent, stationery 
and otrhur contingent and miscellaneous 
expenses and for tho purchase of records 
from private individuals. 
It Trill require 


at least three years loiigor and an appropri- 
ation of perhaps ?600,000 to complete tho 
work, so that the total cost will undoubt- 
edly reach nearly ?3,UOO, 000. 


It will consist of 112 volumes, including 


an index, and an ntlns, which contains 178 
plates and maps, illustrating cho Important 
battles of the war, campaigns, routes of 
march, plans of forts and photographs of. 
Interesting scenes,places and peraous. lloss 
of these pictures are token from photo- 
graphs made, hy the late II. B. Brady of 
Washington. Several years ago the govern- 
ment purchased his stock of negatives. 


Each volume wiU,:diere£ore, cost an av- 


erage of about 820,783,. which probably ex- 
ceeds the cost of o.ny book of the kind that 
was evei- issued. 
Copies are eent free to 


public libraries, and 1.817,099 have been so 
discrtuuteu. The atlas cose $23. 
Tho re- 


mainder of the edition Is sold at prices 
ranging from 50 to 90 ceuts per volume. 
But r-hei'e does not seem to be a large pop- 
ular demand, for only 71,194 copies have 
been sold for u, total of tGO,15i. The books 
can be obtained by addressing the secretary 
of war.

Commission of "Eleven Knows What IA 


Rent For tlio People and Will 1e 11 Con- 
STta-i What ti)/I>o—Wliy Sliould'the'Poor 
Knd -Vulgar I,e£l4lnto For Monty Kings? 
Tho deliberations and recommenda- 


tions of the so culled, monetary confer- 
ence lately in Kcssioii at .'Indianapdlis 
deserve the attention and respect usual- 
ly given to :pnrcly os pane'Utterances 
and uo more. A great sharc-df thu gen- 
tlemen there gathered have, it is true, 
givomnudh. thought to :the Rcicnco'of 
monr;y—though perhaps more to the 
scienco of its accumulation—and . are 
perhaps fitly to be regarded as expert 
students of thn cnrreucy question. Nev- 
ertheless, that doss not pat'their find- 
ings above criticism. Manyof ^hem are 
bankers or intimately associated v.'ith 
investment companies. All -were select- 
ed by boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce or bodies of like distinctly capi- 
talistic character. In their belief the 
dollar which most will contribute ;to 
their profit is the dollar ivhidh increases 
in value, and by formally declaring for 
the maintenance of the single gold 
standard to the excrusiou of oven inter- 
national bimetallism thpy have put 
themselves on record as demanding such 
a dollar. 


•Wo havo no'doubt that this gathering 


of financiers will be pointed to with 
.owe by a certain class of journals as 
comprehending the most successful and 
expert monetary scientists in the land, 
men who handle millions, men to 
whom widows and orphans confide their 
little savings for thrifty management. 
The commission of 11 which they will 
appoint to make recommendations to 
congress will be eulogized as the very 
fountain head of financial wisdom, and 
its creation will bo hailed as a step to- 
ward taking tho money question out of 
politics. .A certain clement in our-ao- 
cicty, by tho way, seems to be trying to 
take every public question out of poli- 
tics—that is, away from tho people's 
management—and turning it over to 
those who can make a profit out of its 
management. 


Time was—perhaps with the revival 


of McKinleyism it may return—that a 
like plea was made for the submission 
of the tariff question to tho exclusive, 
judgment of tho beneficiaries of pro- 
tcctivo duties. We were told that it was 
ridiculous for members of congress, 
economists, college professors, irrespon- 
sible journalists, to pretend to knowl- 
edge of a great public question when 
Andrew Carnegie, Judge Lawrence, the 
Ohio shepherd; John Jarrett, the pro- 
fessional ironmonger, and other unselfish 
patriots were perfectly willing to settle 
it themselves—to take it out of politics 
and get right down to business, as oui 
esteemed contemporary, The Herald, 
would say. 
' And then there was the matter of re- 
viving American shipping.. How fool- 
ish to listen to Captain John Codman, 
who is nothing but a lifelong sailor, 
when tho Cramps, who know all about 
building ships at a heavy.'profit, are 
perfectly willing to undertake the whole 
thing! And why should the vulgar and 
usually poor men who sit in congress or 
state legislatures be permitted to make 
laws for the regulation of railroads 
when the Huntingtons, Goulds and 
Tanderbilta stand perfectly willing to 
relievo the people of all thought in .that 
direction? All these issues we have been 
told from time to time onght to be 
taken out of politics and given over to 
tho adjudication of commissions made 
up of experts. 


But this line of. argument has never 


proved very convincing to the great 
masses of the people. They tavo felt that 
the lino between democracy and oli- 
garchy consists very largely in keeping 
these issues in politics. It has occurred 
to them that the taxpayer has somo 
rights which tax eaters must be forced 
to respect; that the shipper by a rail- 
road has rights co-equal with those of 
the stockholders. And now that the 
clamor for putting the reform of the 
currency in the hands of a commission 
of "experts" rises so loud it will be 
urged that borrowers have rights, as 
veil as lenders, and that the great 
masEOs of the people, for whom the cur- 
rency is merely a tool of trade, are not 
likely to consent that its management 
be left wholly to those to whom it is 
entirely a source of income. 
. The Indianapolis programme must be 
recognized for what it is—tho formal 
expression of tho wishes of the money 
lending classes.—New York Jounral.

Tho homestead seeker must make a 


tender of the sum of money he thinks 
the land is -worth. If the price does not 
suit The owner, he may refuse to accept 
the offer. 
The homestead seeker may 


then commence an action in the district 
court to compel the landowner to make 
the conveyance, depositing the amount 
of the tender and 10 per cent'-additional 
with the clerk.. The caTise shall oe tried 
by a jury, as in other causes, and if the 
jury finds that the facts set forth in the 
petition and in the declaration are true 
it shall decide in. faror of the plaintiff, 
and it shall iJso be the dnty of the jury 
to fix the value of the laud. 


If the jury flnds the value of the land 


to be more than the amount tendered, or 
finds against the plaintiff on the facts, 
the plaintiff shall pay the costs. If the 
jury finds for the plaintiff, the defend- 
ant shall pay the" costs. If the jury in 
addition to finding for the 
plaintiff 


finds the value moro than tho tender and 
the plaintiff fails to pay the difference, 
the plaintiff shall pay all costs. Women 
vcho are heads ol families are to have 
the same rights under the proposed law 
as men,—Kansas City Times.

The Offlce of Secretary to the President 


Is yow. Bllsnamcd.. 


It is proposed to change the title-of 


the office which the iUnstrions Mr. 
Thurber holds by striking out tie word 
"private" and calling hi™ simply "the 
secretary of the president." The sugges- 
tion is nnder .consideration by the mem- 
bers of the senate committee on appro- 
priations, who will probably make the 
alteration iu tho legislative appropria- 
tion bill which is now before them. 


When the president was first authoriz- 


ed to employ a private secretary, the 
title was appropriate. Now it is a mis- 
nomer and a misrepresentation and de- 
tracts, from the., dignity of the office. 
Originally he performed the dntiea of a 
private secretary, wrote the president's 
letters, served as an amanuensis and 
looked after his personal affairs, in or- 
der that tho latter might have more 
time to attend to his public duties, but 
with the growth of the country and the 
corresponding increase of executive busi- 
ness the private secretary, so called, has 
become a sort of 'assistant president and 
the manager of a corps of clerks whose 
dnties relate exclusively to public affairs 
and have nothing whatever to do with 
the private matters of the president. 
That is looked after by a younger man, 
a stenographer,- who writes from his 
dictation, who is intrusted with his con- 
fidence and transacts his personal busi- 
ness nnAr direct instruction. 


Each Bead of a department, each sen- 


ator nnd representative and all the lead- 
ing officials of the government, both in 
Washington and elsewhere, have private 
secretaries, like railway managers and 
other men of large affairs and busy lives, 
but, although these' gentlemen are very 
useful and competent, the:duties of the 
president's ' secretary are' very different 
and place him far above their class.— 
Chicago Record. 


To Aboljsh the Whipping Post In Delaware.

money—though perhaps more to the 
science of itH accumulation—and .are 
perhaps fitly to he regarded ns expert 
students of the cttrreiicy question. Nev- 
ertheless, that does not put their find- 
ings abovo criticism. Many of'-them are 
bankers or mtimatoly associated "vrith 
investment companies. All "were select- 
ed by boards of trade, chambers of com- 
merce or bodies of like distinctly capi- 
talistic character. In their belief the 
dollar -which most "will contribute to 
their profit is the dollar trhich increases 
in value, and by formally declaring for 
the maintenance of the single gold 
standard to the exclusion of oven inter- 
national bimetallism they have put 
themselves on record as demanding such 
a dollar. 


We havo no doubt that this gathering 


of financiers will be pointed to with 
we by a certain class of journals as 
comprehending the most successful and 
expert monetary scientists in the land, 
men who handle millions, men to 
whom "widows and orphans confide their 
little savings for thrifty management. 
The commission of 11 which they will 
appoint to make recommendations to 
cougrc=a will be eulogized ns the very 
fountain head of financial wisdom, and 
its creation will be hailed as a step to- 
ward taking the money question out ol 
politics. A certain element in our so- 
ciety, by tlio way, seems to be trying to 
take every public question out of poli- 
tics;—that is, away from tho pcople'ri 
management—and turning it over to 
those who can make a profit out of its 
management. 


Time was—perhaps "with the revival 


of ilcKinleyism it may return—that n 
like plea was made for tho submission 
of the tariff question, to tho exclusive 
judgment of the beneficiaries of pro- 
tective duties. "\Vewere told that it was 
ridiculous for members of congress, 
economists, college professors, irrespon- 
sible- journalists, to pretend to knowl- 
edge of a great public question when 
Andrew Carnegie, Judge Lawrence, the 
Ohio shepherd; John Jarrett, the pro- 
fessional ironmonger, and other unselfish 
patriots were perfectly -willing to settle 
it themselves—to take it out of politics 
and get right down to business, as om 
esteemed contemporary, The Herald, 
would say. 
' And then there was the matter of re- 
viving American shipping.. How fool- 
ish to listen to Captain John Codmau, 
•who is nothing but n lifelong sailor, 
"when tho Cramps, who know all.aboni 
bnilding ships at a heavy profit, aro 
perfectly willing to undertake the whole 
thing! And why should the vulgar and 
usually poor men who sit in congress 01 
state legislatures be permitted to make 
laws for tho regulation of railroads 
when the Euntiugtons, Goulds antl 
Tanderbilte stand perfectly willing to 
relievo tho people of all thought in that 
direction? All these issues we have been 
told from time to time ought to be 
taken out of politics and given over to 
tho adjudication of commissions made 
up of experts. 


But this line of argument has never 


proved very convincing to the great 
masses of the people. They have felt that 
the lino between democracy and oli- 
garchy consists very largely in keeping 
these issues in politics. It h:is occurred 
to them that the taxpayer has sorca 
rights which tax eaters must be forced 
to respect; that the shipper by a rail- 
road has rights co-equal "\ri th those ol 
the stockholders. And now that tho 
clamor for putting tho reform of tho 
currency in the bauds of a commission 
of "experts" rises so loud it will bo 
urged that borrowers have rights ns 
well as lenders, and that the great 
masses of tho people, for whom the cur- 
rency is merely a tool of trade, are not 
likely to consent that its management 
be left wholly to those to whom it is 
entirely a source of income. 


Tho Indianapolis programme must bo 


recognized for what it is—the formal 
expression of tho wishes of the money 
lending classes.—Sew York Jnnnr.il.

j sas; that he is the head of a family :nnd 
! does not own:a homestead, and'that his 
wife does not own a lomestead, and 
that he wants to "buy for'homestead pur- 
poses a tract 'of -land "not more than 160 
acres in the'country, or not more than 
an acre in town, held bat not used by 
tho man served with the declaration, it 
shall bo the duty of the latter to sell the 
property. 


Tho homestead seeker must moke a 


tender of the sum of money he thinks 
the land is worth. If the price does not 
suit the owner, he may refuse to accept 
the offer. 
The homestead seeker may 


then commence an action in the district 
court to compel the landowner.to make 
the conveyance, depositing the amount 
of the tender and 10 per cent additional 
with the clerk. The cause shall be tried 
by a jury, as in other causes, and if the 
jury finds that the facts set forth in the 
petition and in the declaration are true 
it shall decide in favor of the plaintiff, 
and it shall also be the duty of the jury 
to fix the value of the land. 


If the jury finds the value of the land 


to be more than the amount tendered, or 
finds against the plaintiff on the facts, 
the plaintiff sh:Jl pay the costs. 
If the 


jury finds for the plaintiff, the defend- 
ant shall pay the" costs. 
If the jury in 


addition to finding for the 
plaintiff 


finds the Value more than the tender and 
the plaintiff fails to pay the difference, 
the plaintiff shall pay all costs. Women

TO CHANGE A TITLE. 


Tie Office of Secretary to l.ho President 


Zs Now 


It is proposed to change the title of 


the office "which tho *Uustrious Mi1. 
Thurber holds by striking out the word 
"private" and calling him simply ""the 
secretary of the president. " The sugges- 
tion is under consideration by the mem- 
bers of the senate committee on appro- 
priations, who will probably make the 
alteration in. the legislative appropria- 
tion bill which is now "before them. 


When the president was first authoriz- 


ed to employ a private secretary, the 
title was appropriate. Now it is a mis- 
nomer and a- misrepresentation and de- 
tracts, from the . dignity of the office. 
Originally he performed the duties of a 
private secretary, wrote the president's 
letters, served as an amanuensis and 
looked after his personal affairs, in or- 
der that the latter might have more 
time to attend to his public duties, but 
with the growth of the country and the 
corresponding increase of executive busi- 
ness the private secretary, so called, has 
become .a sort of "assistant president and 
the manager of a corps of clerks whose 
duties relate exclusively to public affairs 
and have nothing "whatever to do with 
the private matters of the president 
That is looked after by a younger man, 
a stenographer, who writes from his 
dictation, 'who is intrusted with his con- 
fidence and transacts his personal busi- 
ness uncftr direct instruction.- 


Each Bead of a department, each sen- 


ator and representative and all the lead- 
ing officials of the government, both in 
Washington and elsewhere, lave private 
secretaries, like railway managers and 
other men of large affairs and busy lives, 
but, although these gentlemen are very 
useful and competent, thotduties of the 
president's secretary arc' very different 
and place him far above their class. — 
Chicago Record. 


To Aboljsh tho Whipping PostlB Delaware.

Each volume will, therefore, cost ah av- 


erage of about $-(3,735, which probably ex- 
ceeds tha cost of any book of tho kind that 
was ever issued.
